He Thinks Congress is Entitled To 
Have jill the Facts In Relation to 
The Trial of The Crew of The Com* 
petitor—In the House—News of The 
Capital. 
Washington, June 6.—Senator Mor­ 
gan, 
in 
the 
senate Friday, sharp­ 
ly criticised the course of the president 
in the Competitor m atter in the course 
of a speech on his resolution calling 
upon the president for information as 
to the capture of the Competitor by a 
Spanish warship and the condemna­ 
tion ten death .of iThitecb States citizens 
and as to whether any demand has 
been made for the release of the Unit­ 
ed States citizens. 
Senator Morgan read the statutes re 
quiring the president to make a de­ 
mand for the release of an American 
citizen. He argued that it was the duty 
of the president to keep congress ad 
vised on the state of the union, and 
in particular on foreign affairs. 
The 
senator said he did not want congress 
to leave Washington, thus committing 
to the president the sole authority to 
demand or withhold a demand for the 
release of American citizens, to recog­ 
nize or withhold recognition of bellig­ 
erency. 
“In the event that those American 
prisoners were not released and de­ 
livered to the president,” 
concluded 
Mr. Morgon, “ we should authorize the 
president to send ships of war to Cuba 
and make war sufficient to secure their 
release.” 
As Mr. Morgan closed Mr. Sherman 
rose quickly and stated that the pro­ 
ceedings were of such a character as 
to come within senate rule 35, requir­ 
ing secrecy. Thereupon the presiding 
officer, Mr. Platt, directed the galleries 
to be cleared and the doors closed. At 
1:15 the open session was resumed and 
Mr. Lodge moved to take up the im­ 
migration bill. On a yea and nay vote 
many senators refrained from voting, 
breaking a quorum. 
On an explanation by Mr. Lodge that 
if the bill was taken up he would not 
urge it at once, the obstruction was 
withdrawn and the 
immigration bit 
was taken up and made the unfinished 
business without division. 
Mr. Lodge 
agreed to allow it to be laid aside tem­ 
porarily, and Mr. Mitchell spoke on his 
resolution for the election of senators 
by vote of the people. 
Mr. Chandler opposed the election oil 
senators by the people, declaring it to 
be a concession to populistic tenden 
des.

Gettysburg, Pa., June 5.—An Im­ 
mense crowd of veterans of the late 
war and others gathered on the battle- 
fieldhere Friday to witness the unveil­ 
ing of the splendid equestrian statues 
erected by the state of Pennsylvania 
in honor of the memory of Gens 
George G. Meade and Winfield S. Han­ 
cock. • 
The ceremonies began with the un­ 
veiling of the Meade memorial at 10:30 
a. rn. by Master George Gordon Meade 
a grandson of the dead hero. 
As the 
drapery fell a salute was fired by 
Light battery, U. S. A. This was 
followed by the dedicatory services 
conducted by George G. Meade post 
No. I, Pennsylvania G. A. R., Gen 
Gobin, of Lebanon, on behalf of the 
commission which supervised the erec­ 
tion of the statues, formally trans­ 
ferred the memorial to Gov. Hastings, 
who received it on behalf of the state 
An oration by Gen. David M. Gregg oi 
Reading, the commander of the Second 
cavalry division in the battle of Get­ 
tysburg, 
concluded the Meade cere­ 
monies. 
At 2 o’clock in the afternoon the Han­ 
cock statue was unveiled. 
The cere­ 
monies were much the same as at the 
Meade unveiling in the morning. Bat 
tery C fired a salute, Gen. Gobin trans 
ferred the statue to the state, and Gov 
Hastings received it.

general election in November next, 
and to transact such other business as 
may properly come before the conven­ 
tion.
